London, September 25.—The village 
of Selency, immediately west of St. 
Quentin, hes been taken by the Brit- 
ish, according to Field Marshal Haig’s 
communication issued tonight. Re- 
newed counter attacks around Fayet, 
northwest of St. Quentin and east of 
Ephey were repulsed by the British, 
the Germans suffering heavy casual- 
ties.” 

The communication follows: 

“There was sharp local fighting this 
morning in the neighborhood of Selen- 
cy, which has been captured by us 
together with several prisoners. 

“During this morning the enemy 
launched two counter attacks against 
our positions northwest of Fayet, both 
of which were broken up with losses 
by our rifle and machine gun, fire. 
Later in the morning the enemy at-t 
tacked a third time and again was 
completely repulsed. 

“A surprise attack attempted by the 
enemy early this morning east of Ephey 
also was beaten off, and many Ger- 
man dead were left in front of our po- 
sitiona. 

“During the night we repulsed a hos- 
tile raiding party southeast of Inchy, 
Parly this morning a strong party of 
the enemy entered one of our posts in 
the neighborhood of Moeuvres, but was 
ejected by a counter attack.”

Calls for assistance already have been 
received from several cities and in one 
instance, Wilmington, N: C., the public 
health service hospital was opened for 
treatment of persons suffering with the 
disease. 

Surgeon General Rupert Blue, of the 
public health service, said tonight that 
latest reports showed that the malady 
has made its appearance in twentv- 


cific. The disease/ is epidemic in New 
England, where it first made its appear- 
ance, and officials in that section are 
considering drastic steps to curb its 
spread, including the prevention of pub- 
lic gatherings. 

Influenza has appeared on the Pa- 
cific coast, in Washington ana Cali- 
fornia, but is not yet epidemic there. 
It also has been reported in Minnesota 
and Iowa, but with few cases. Tast 
of the Mississippi, however, there are 
few states where is has not been found. 

The disease continued to spread to- 
day in army camps, 5,324 new cases be- 
ing reported to the office of the surgeon 
general of the army up to noon.

Allies Hold Vardar River. 


London, September 25.—The whole of 
the Monastir-Philep-Gradsko road con- 
necting up the two Bulgarian armies is 
now in the hands of the allies, accord- 
ing to news received here late tonight. 
The allied cavalry is within ten miles 
of the second line extending between 
Veles, Ishtib and Prilep. 

The enemy is fighting hard to obtain 
possession of this road and also in the 
sector west of Prilep, and‘it seems to be 
a race for Uskub, as the allied forces 
are as near to the city as the Bulga- 


rians.

Bulgars Face More Disasters.

The Serbians, according to the lat- 
est news reaching London, have cross- 
ed the Vardar river northwest of Grad- 
sko and have established a_ third 
bridgehead south of Enish Oba. They 
are also advancing along the Bregal- 
nitza river, which flows into the Var- 
dar about four miles northwest of 
Gradsko, and have cut the main road 
to Ishtib. The Bulgarian army has now 
been cut into a number of groups.

SERBS TAKE / 
MORE GUNS. 


London, September 25.—East of the 
Vardar river in Macedonia the Ger- 
mans and Bulgarians are falling back 
on Veles, twenty-five miles southeast 
of Uskub, according to a Serbian offi- 
cial statement received here. 

Along the Prilep-Gradsko road the 
Serbians have captured thirteen guns 
and a great number of ammunition 
wagons and other material. 

The statement reads: 

“The advance of the Serbian troops 
continues without any interruption on 
the left bank of the Vardar and north 
of the Prilep-Gradsko road. 

“French troops have entered Rrilep. 

“The retreating enemy is fighting 
rear guard actions and is falling back 
toward Veles. 

“On the other side of the Vardar 
we have taken war material. On the 
Prilep-Gradsko road we counted thir- 
teen guns, a grat number of ammuni- 
tion wagons, field kitchens and other 
material and many head of cattle. 

“The Bulgarians have abandoned a 
hospital with 120 wounded. Several 
Rumanian soldiers have been set free 
from Bulgarian captivity.” 


ITALIAN TROOPS 
PRESS BULGARS. 


Rome, September 25.—Italian troops 
in western Macedonia are pressing 
northward vigorously and have occu- 
pied the heights north of Topolchani, 
midway between Monastir and Prilep, 
according to an official statement from 
the war office today.

“In Macedonia Monday we continued 
to advance with our allies, vigorously 
pursuing the Bulgarians, who retired in 
disorder.

OF PRICE'ON THEIR HOGS 


Advisory Committee Says Min- 
imum Should Be $15.50 a 
Hundred Pounds. 


Washington, September 25.—Guaran- 
tee to farmers of a minimum price.of 
$15.50 a hundred pounds for hogs dur- 
ing the war is recommended by the na- 
tional agricultural advisory commit- 
tee in a report submitted today to the 
food administration. Though the food 
administration possesses no power to 
fix definite prices for hogs or for corn, 
the report points out that prices may 
be regulated to a great extent through 
controlled orders for the army, navy, 
allies and export’ trade. 

In dealing with packers in respect to 
the co-ordinated purchase of pork prod- 
ucts, the advisory committee recom- 
mends that “directions should, if nec- 


essary, include a definite price basis 
in advance from month to month for 
packer’s purchase of hogs, upon which 
such orders will be based.” he min- 
jmum price of $15.50 a hundredweight, 
the committee believes, would insure 
a profitable price to the producer and 
a fair price to the-consumer. The price 
at the various markets would be cal- 
culated on the average of packers’ 
droves at Chicago. 

Both extremely high and low prices 
Should be guarded against by the food 
administration in dealing with the pork 
situation, th erepodrt says, for “if prices 
should go so high as to curtail con- 
Sumption at home and abroad, the sta- 
Dilization of prices during the next 
winter would likely fail, with disaster 
to the producer. On the other hand, it 
must be recognized that the costs of 
production are necessarily greatly in- 
creased and that to maintain produc- 
tion fair returns must be assured to the 
farmer.” 

In fixing a definite price basis from 
month to month, the report says, Mog 
prices should be based on the average 
“farm value of corn,” the general corn 
figures being determined by prices in 
‘the eight leading hog and corn states 
in the five months preceding the month 
in which the hogs are marketed.

After Long [Illness of Heart 
Disease and Stomach 
Trouble.

St. Paul, Minn., September 25.—Arch- 
bishop John Ireland, of the St. Paul 
diocese of the Roman Catholic church, 
died at 3:55 o’clock today after a long 
iliness of heart disease and stomach 
trouble. He was 80 years old. 

Archbishop Ireland recently cele- 
brated his eightieth birthday. Shortly 
afterwards he suffered a second relapse 
within six months and his condition 
became grave. 

The archbishop was in frail health 
for a year. Last winter he went to 
Florida. When he returned early in 
the spring he suffered a breakdown 
and for several days was at the point 
of death. After his physicians had 
practically abandoned hope for his re- 
covery he improved rapidly and almost 
immediately after he was able to leave 
his bed he celebrated solemn high mass 
at the cathedral. 

‘Until last fall Archbishop Irleand 
took a prominent part in patriotic ac- 
tivities and his physicians at that time 
attributed his breakdown to overwork. 

In making public the archbjshop’s 
last words this afternoon his secretary 
announced that in accordance with the 
prelate’s wish interment would be made 
in Calvary cemetery. 

Shortly before he became unconscious 
Archbishop Ireland said: 

“Let me lie out there with my peo- 
ple, under the green sod of Calvary. 
It is my wish.” 

Archbishop Ireland, who died this 
morning, will be buried next Wednes- 
day in Calvary cemetery here in com- 
pliance with his wish. 

Complete arrangements for the fu- 
neral cannot be made until word is 
received from a number of the church 
dignitaries, who are still in the east, 
where they went to attend the funeral 
of Cardinal Farley. 

Hundreds of telegrams and cable 
messages from many parts of the 
world, paying honor to the memory 
and achievements of the archbishop, 
were received today at his home. 

It was decided this afternoon that 
the body will lie in state on Tuesday 
in the Cathedral. Solemn services will 
start at 10 a. m. Wednesday. They 
will be the same as those which 
marked the burial of Cardinal Farley.

THE HUNT FOR MEN. 


The mass meeting of school patrons just 
held in the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
marks the beginning of a movement that 
will ultimately mean either the creation in 
Atlanta of the best public school system that 
is to be found in any American city of At- 
lanta’s size, or else the continuation of the 
system ‘on its present inefficient and inade- 


quate wasis. 

The fundamental object of the meeting 
was to awaken and arouse a spirit in every 
school district in the city, each comprising 
two wards, that will inspire the people to 
seek out and press into service on the school 
board the best equipped and the best quali- 
fied men to be found in the five districts. 

To this end committees representing each 
of the five schoo! districts will be commis- 
sioned to search for board membership tim- 
ber, and to report two weeks hence and be 
prepared to present many names for the 
consideration of the public. 

And now it is the duty of these men and 
women to go out and comb the city looking 
for men who are temperamentally fitted for 
this responsible work—men whose first con- 
cern and consideration “be the Welfare 
of thg children of Atlanta! 

The men who are to be selected are to 
sit in judgment upon the futures of from 
26,000 to 30,000 children of Atlanta! 

These men w e or unmake that 
many citizens 

In their hands will largely rest the future 
welfare of the city—for no city can be better 
than its citizens and the plane of no citizen- 
ship will rise above the standard fixed for 
its school children. 

If ever there was a time when the office 
should seek the candidate, and not the can- 
didate the office, that time is now—in the 
selection of men to compose the board of ed- 
ucation that on next January 1 is to succeed 
the present board. 

The men to be ultimately selected should 
be recruited from among the very best +o be 
found in the ranks of labor, the proféssions, 
and industrial and commercial business. 

And stch men should be impressed with 
a full understanding of the element of duty 
involved in service upon the new school 
board. A_ well-qualified and adequately 
equipped man should disregard his own per- 
sonal interests if called upon to serve, and 
accept the summons as a matter of plain duty 
to his children, his neighbor’s children, to 
his city and to his country! 

The thing to do now is to arouse the 
“better schools” spirit of the city—to get 
the best men out and into view, as available 
school board material—and every community 
should assist in that effort, for there is nota 
household nor a man, woman or child in 
Atlanta that will not be affected by the re- 
sults. 

And if the recent school patrons’ meet- 
ing starts this community action, and arouses 
the “better school” spirit of the city, it will 
have served a good purpose.

END THE UNCERTAINTY. 


Nothing is more demoralizing than uncer- 
tainty. 

The uncertainty and suspense as to the 
future of the cotton situation that is now 
being felt throughout the country, and the 
south in particular, is doing business no good. 

This truth fs emphasized in a joint com- 
munication appearing elsewhere upon this 
page from a group of business men of Union 
Point, Ga. 

“The price should be fixed or let alone, 
one of the two,” say th2se business men; 
and they are right. 

Anything is better than the anxiety and 
apprehension that are the natural and insep- 
arable bed-fellows of uncertainty and sus- 
pense! 

The Constitution does not believe there 
is any likelihood that the price of cotton 
will be fixed by the government—certainly 
not at this time. 

The prevailing price of cotton now af- 
fords the grower nothing more than a fair 
and reasonable net margin of profit upon his 
crop. And surely nobody can reasonably ob- 
ject to that! 

We are now living under war-time condi- 
tions. The cotton growers are producing 
their crops under war-time conditions, which 
naturally entails high cost of production. 

Added to this, we have this year a very 
short crop with which to meet an extraor- 
dinary demand. 

Therefore, the time-honored and immu- 
table law of supply and demand has made 
the price of cotton what it is; and so long 
as it remains at a normal or a reasonable 
figure, there is no occasion for any arbitrary 
interference with it. 

The present price of cotton’ is surpris- 
ingly low in comparison with the cotton 
prices under war-time conditions fifty years 
ago, when they mounted to as high as $1.89 
a pound! And it is low compared with the 
cost of making it. 

If the price of cotton should run wild 
and reach a point beyond a reasonable limit, 
it would be time enough then for federal 
fixation; but this is not the time, for no 
such thing has happened. 

Cotton at current prices is one of the 
cheapest of farm staple products—cheaper 
than either wheat or corn, and the very dis- 
cussion of. the question in Washington has 
had a convincing effect. 

Let us hope that a definite decision will 
soon be announced, and that the agitation 
will be ended—for the present demoraliza- 
tion is almost as bad as price-fixing.

City of Metz Chief Pivot 
of Germany Against France 


(From The Stars and Stripes, the official publica- 
tion of the American Expeditionary Forces, published 
every Friday at Paris by and for the men of the 
American Expeditionary Forces.) 


Washington, D. C.. September 26-——The 
city of Metz, within sight of which General 
Pershing’s army has taken up its stand, has 
been considered by the German general staff 
to be the principal pivot against France ever 
since it came into possession of the Germans 
in 1870. They have surrounded the city by 
a system of powerful defenses said to be 
the most extensive to be found anywhere 
in the world, and even in time of peace 
they have maintained there a garrison of 
25,000 or more men. 

Metz is one of the most historic cities on 
the Lorraine frontier. It was known to the 
Romans under the nafse of Divodurum, and 
in the fifth century it. was called Mettis, 
Early in the tenth century it became a free 
imperial city, famous for its commerce, its 
brilliant society and its love of letters and 
art. 
The River Moselle is joined at Metz by 
the Seille, both flowing through the city, 
and they are crossed by fourteen bridges. 
The esplanade in the center of the city is 
a beautiful promenade. 

Metz has been fortified since 1550. Vau- 
ban put up a heavy fortification in 1674. Un- 
der Napoleon, III, the works of Vauban were 
somewhat remodeled and a circle of detached 
forts begun, some of which were not finished 
when the war of 1870 brought the Germans 
to Metz. After the surrender, the defenses 
of Vauban and Napoleon's engineers were 
modifieq by the new owners of Metz, though 
Fort Manteuffel (called by the French St. 
Julian) and,Fort Goeben (called by the 
French Queleu) were not altered in the gen- 
eral lines the French engineers laid down. 
Wing batteries were added and later these 
were reinforced by other: batteries, either to 
defend the intervals or to dominate the im- 
portant lines of approach, such as the valley 
of the Moselle. Then followed armored bat- 
teries, infantry positions, great systems of 
trenches, hundreds of shelters, and maga- 
zines to supply the lines and ways of safe 
communication. 

From 1890 to the opening of the present 
war the Germans kept on building forts, 
this time at a distance of about six miles 
from the city. These forts are of the new- 
est German type, concrete and steel, and 
mounted with Krupp’s most powerful fortress 
guns designed to take part in a distant ar- 
tillery duel. Thionville, frequently men- 
tioned of late in news of the movements of 
the American troops, was turned into a 
powerful fortress. Between the forts on 
St. Quentin, Mastein, Frederic Charles and 
Fort Alvensleben covered communication ex- 
ists. 

Metz itself is on low-lying ground on the 
banks of the Moselle and Seille, but only 
for a very short distance. On the right bank 
a quarter of a mile from Fort Steinmetz the 
country presents steep hills and narrow val- 
leys. The hills, which are very compact, 
cre of all heights, from 100 to 750 feet, the 
highest point on the right bank of the river, 
on which Fort Manteuffel stands. On the 
left bank the ascent is even more abrupt 
and attains higher elevation, St. Quentin be- 
ing more than 1,000 feet above Metz. The 
high ridges form a_ strong natural wall 
against invaders from the west, as the de- 
fenders are in vastly superior and much 
higher positions. 

The siege of Metz in 1870 was begun by 
the Germans on August 19. Marshal Bazaine, 
the French commander, attempted several 
gorties which failed, and on October 27 he 
capitulated with two other marshals, fifty 
generals, 6,000 officers and an army of 173,- 
000 men. 

For the surrender of the city Marshal 
Bazaine was tried by court-martial and 
unanimously condemned to death. President 
MacMahon commuted his sentence to twenty 
years’ seclusion. He was sent to the Island 
of St. Marguerite, but escaped August 49, 
1874. His last years were passed in Madrid, 
where he died in 1888.

Williams’ Issue 
Fades in Sunlight. 


Attorney Hirschel Williams, of Laurens 
county, who declares he will stand for the 
United States senate in the November elec- 
tion as an independent republican candidate, 
in opposition to the democratic nominee, 
William J. Harris, claims to have reached his 
conclusion by reason of “govermmental price- 
fixing on raw cotton.” 

Another good man gone wrong—peolit- 
ieally. 

Of course, Mr. Williams cannot hope to 
be elected, cotton or no cotton; and, al- 
though he is sufficiently able financially to 
make the race, if he chooses to do so, it is 
not improbable that he will yet reconsider 
an evidently impulsive decision— 

For, in the first place, the basic plank in 
his platform ts no tenable. 

President Wilson has not fixed the price 
of raw cotton; he has not said he was going 
to do so; there is nothing to justify such a 
conclusion. 

The facts are, in order to stabilize the 
market in this critical hour of a nation’s 
demand, and to protect it from the pendulum- 
swinging speculations of Wall street brokers, 
who kick the market around on every rumor 
like a football team at play, the president 
took steps, through the war industries board, 
to make a survey of the cotton situation, and 
to ascertain, if practicable, available meth- 
ods for stabilizing the market—which does 
not mean, and possibly will not mean, the 
fixing of a basic price to the producer. 

The very mention of “cotton price-fixing” 
is an alarm cry that always produces more 
or less hysteria among a bunch of farm- 
politicians in the south, who strain some- 
times at gnats, and not infrequentlity swallow 
camels. They stampede the whole south with 
excitement when there is no cause for excite- 
ment. 

During the first week of September the 
alarmists began to get tn their work on the 
cotton situation. W. J. Harris, democratic 
candidate for the senate, very promptly took 
the matter up direct with President Wilson 
by wire, and the president replied with equal 
promptness, and told him the movement was 
to see whether or not a stabilizing program 
could be satisfactorily agreed upon, and that 
there was no occasion for the producers to 
become alarmed, or words to that effect. 

The president stated the situation con- 
cisely and frankly—and directly in line with 
his subsequent developments. He has simply 
carried the work of a thorough, systematic, 
organized inquiry further by naming the 
committees, and getting the machinery start- 
ed—and for what? For the purpose of mak- 
ing a survey of the situation to ascertain if 
the market cannot be stabilized, ag he wired 
Mr. Harris, to the satisfaction of the pro- 
ducers, and to the interest of the govern- 
ments allied in war—the largest present- 
day consumers. 

And that is all there is to it. 

There is no indication to warrant such 
alarm as there seems to be in the south on 
“price-fixing’’— 

And Mr. Williams, who threatens to bolt 
the democratic party in this good old rock- 
ribbed democratic Georgia on that pretext, 
may see his campaign issue melt away like 
snow under a Florida sun.

(2) Especially beware of any alleged cold 
or grippe cure or of pain killing or fever 
reducing dopes—practically all of them de- 
pend on ACETANILIDE or PHENACETIN 
(Acetphenetidin) for their knock-out effect. 
They kill pain. all right, and pull down fever, 
but they seriously weaken the heart and the 
blood and hence are dangerous remedies in 
a disease which in itself seriously weakens 
the patient. 

(3) Comfortably dressed or covered in 
bed, get all the cold fresh air and sunlight 
the season affords. 

(4) Unless the bowels are naturally active, 
take one bottle of Solution of the Citrate of 
Magnesium, which your druggist will pre- 
pare on order. It may be taken in two or 
three dosea, cold, at intervals of half an 
hour. 

(5) When you have influenza or any other 
acute illness with nose, throat or bronchial! 
symptoms, don’t be a dog in the manger, be 
a human being. See that everyone keeps 
outside your five-foot barrage. Always 
cover the nose and mouth with handkerchief 
when coughing or sneezing; in fact, one 
with such a disease is morally bound to wear 
constantly over nose and mouth a mask of 
two or three layers of ordinary cheesecloth 
or gauze, tied in place with tapes or atrings 
over head and behind neck. Any discharge 
from nose or mouth or any material expec- 
torated when coughing should be received in 
paper or cloth and at once burned, or in a 
receptacle containing a strong disinfectant 
such as chloride of Ifme in water, or some 
5 per cent carbolic acid solution. 

In case you prefer not to come down with 
influenza, this is the way to get along with- 
out it: 

(1) Keep outside the five-foot barrage of 
every boor who sneezes or coughs without 
muzzling his faces , 

(2) Refuse to work or sit alongside of 


| anybody who apparently has a “fresh cold,” 


or a sore throat, or a nice new bottle of 
dope labeled cough medicine. 

(3) This is ideal walking weather. Train 
for the strain of confinement this winter by 
walking instead of riding whenever possible. 
Two miles of oxygen three times a day on 
the hoof puts the fear of the phagocytes into 
the bacillus for influenza.

Women War Workers 
More Depended Upon. 


This amalgamation or two of the most 
highly organized federal war agencies has 
grown out of the need and desirability of 
bringing the women of the country more 
more closely into the government's war work 
and at the same time causing a more efficient 
guidance at Washington of the state defense 
activities. Already in many states the state 
divisions of the Woman’s Committee and the 
State Councils of Defense have joined hands 
to the end of better co-ordinating the war 
service of the whole people, women as wel! 
as men. Hence the reorganization now an- 
nounced follows logically the amalgamation 
taking place throughout the states. 

From the first month of America’s entry 
into the war the Council of National De- 
fense, through the state councils section, 
has co-ordinated and guided the work of the 
great system made up of the State Councils 
of Defense, which are now organized by 
counties or towng in every state, with com- 
munity organizations in the majority of the 
states. President Wilson has urged the gen- 
eral use of the State Defense Councils 
through the agency of the Council of Nationa! 
Defense to carry out as far as possible the 
local work of the federal agencies. The war 
industries board recently put the local con- 
trol of building operations during the war 
in the hands of the state councils. 

The Woman’s Committee was formed 
shortly after America entered the war, and 
has performed a remarkable work in organ- 
izing the woman power of the country for 
the nation’s defense. There will be merged 
into the field division the 15,732 units which 
the Woman’s Committee has bduilt up 
throughout the United States. The present 
amalgamation is, in effect, a tribute to the 
contribution of the Woman’s Committee to

Therefore, a complete census 
is absolutely imperative. Its impor- 
tance cannot be over estimated and 
the work entailed in procuring this 
census will be time and effort well 
spent. 
Importance of Survey. 


This survey is made in the interest 
of the communities themselves and 
the necessity for economizing, for 
practicing self-sacrifice and for giv- 
ing up comforts and conveniences to 
the interests of winning the war can- 


not be too strongly emphasized. But 
it may pot prove altogether an easy 
matter to collect the names of all the 
women in the country trained for 
nursing, yet it can be done, and it is 
believed the most effective way is by 
personal canvass and not by mail s0- 
licitation for information. 

Questionnaires will be furnished 
each division making this survey and 
these questionnaires cover every possi- 
ble branch of information which may 
be useful to the government in locat- 
ing nurses and in determining their 
fitness for special work. 

The southern division has received 
full instructions from national head- 
quarters at Washington in regard to 
the methods of carrying on this work 
and the full co-operation of the public 
is earnestly solicited in securing lists 
of nurses. Individuals, such as physi- 
cians, clergymen, pharmacists, etc., 
may each helpin furnishing tothe local 
Red Cross chapter the names of nurses 
in their individual localities, while 
nurses’ clubs, organ‘zations of nurses 
for registrftion, hospitals, women's 
clubs, health societies, boards of health 
and charity organizations of all kinds 
are also sources from which informa- 
tion as to nurses in the various terri- 
tories may be located, 

Specdy Work Necessary. 

It is most necessary to procure this 
information as soon as possible, hence 
the fullest co-operation from every 
source is earnestly desired and the di- 
vision supervisor will greatly appre- 
ciate any information which may be 
sent him. Questionnaires will be fur- 
nished to nurses and a card index 
will be compiled from these blanks so 
that at the completion of the survey 
it is hoped that the name of every 
woman in the United States who is fit- 
ted for nursing, whether she is at pres- 
ent or has recently been engaged in 
this work, will be known and the par- 
ticular fitness of each one will also 
be fully understood.

The United States food administra- | 
tion on Wednesday made public a 
of standards which it has

flour and substitutes for bakers. These 
standards, according to Dr. A. M. 
Soule, administrator for the state of 
Georgia, will not only assure the bak- 
ers of a uniform cereal, but will] af- 
ford him substitutes with which he 
can manufacture much better bread 
than that made during the past few 


‘ months. 


Edible corn starch is no longer in- 


The list of wheat flour sub- 


| stitutes recognized by the administra- 


tion now 
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embraces the following: 
Bran, shorts and middlings, corn flour, 
corn meal, hominy, corn grits, barley 


flour, rolled oats, oatmeal, rice, rice 
flour, buckwheat flour, potato flour, 
sweet potato flour, tapioca flour, milo, 
kaffir and feterita flours and meals, 
soy bean meal, peanut meal, taro 
flour, banana flour and other prod- 
ucts of a similar nature. 

According to the regulations which 
haye become effective, whole wheat. 
entire wheat or graham flours must 
contain at least 95 per cent of the 
wheat berry. This flour may be la- 
beled “Victory.” 

There is no regulation requiring the 
baker to purchase his substitutes from 
the same source as he purchases his 
wheat flour. Nor have regulations been 
made for the milling of buckwheat 
flour, potato flour, sweet-potato flour. 
and the other substitutes not outlined 
in the foregoing summary.

Washington, September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The war department today, 
through Assistant Secretaries Crowell 
and Keppell strongly refuted charges 
that the Y. M. C. A. had been profit- 
eering in the handling of its huts in 
France in connection with the sate 
of cigarettes, chocolate, cakes and the 
like, and made explanation of why the 
price of certain articles sold in Y. M. 
Cc. A. huts was at higher prices than 
in government canteens,

LIKES ATLANTA BETTER 
THAN EUROPEAN CITIES 


Eighty-Second Division Man 
Writes That War Will Deep- 
en Love of Country. 


That the present war will result fm 
a deeper and fuller appreciation of 
America when our soldierg come home 
from Europe is predicted by Samuel 
Deitch, a member of the 307th Sanitary 
Train, a unit of the Bighty-second di- 
vision, trained at Camp Gordon and 
now in service overseas. 

Deitch is a Long Island, N. Y., boy, 
but he states that he will never forget 
the kindnesses shown him in Atlanta 
and the south during his stay at Camp 
Gordon. 

Interesting extracts from his letter, 
which was written to J. J. Jarvis, of 
Atlanta, are as follows: 

“To begin with, I will tell you all about 


my journey across. You know all journeys 
are tiresome—so was this one. We didn’t 
see any subs, or anything else. They fired a 
few shots at some object, but I don’t know 
whether it was a sub or not. They said it 
was, but I didn’t see it. 

“We have been traveling Engtand and 
France for about six weeks and I must say 
we saw more of the country than the 
people of it. My opinion of it is, they can 
brag all about Europe, their climate and 
their scenery and all they have, but one 
has to take it from one who knows his own 
country—for mine the U. 8S. A. forever. It 
is worth fighting for. One cannot appreci- 
ate the U. S A. until he has tried to live in 
some other country. And I, for one, will say 
when we get Mack we will appreciate home 
and country. Give me Atlanta now, and I 
will not swap all the cities in Europe for it. 

“At vresent we are running a big hos- 
pital behind the lines. I have charge of a 
ward and I find the work very interesting, 
and that helps to make things easy for a 
fellow. There is very little activity around 
here except for a few German machines 
giving us a visit now and then, about 
twice a week. This is the only fun we 
have here watching the fireworks and lis- 
tenting to the cannon bark back at them.” 


GOVERNMENT REACHES 
FOR THE WIRE-TAPPERS 


Washington, September 25.—Wire 
tapping, irterference with the delivery 
of telegraph messages and embezzle- 
ment or theft of funds from telegraph 
and telephone companies while they, 
are under government control are 
made offenses against the federal gov- 
ernment under an administration Dill 
passed today by the house and sent to 
the senate. Such offenses are punish- 
able only under stafe laws. 

The bill provides five years’ impris- 
onment for embezzlement or the theft 
of funds or other property belonging 
to telegraph and telephone companies 
and a fine or one year’s imprisonment 
for persons convicted of wire tapping 
or cutting or interferring with the de- 
livery of messages. 


GERMANS WILL NOT GET 


CLOTHING FOR BELGIANS . 


New York, September 25.—Assurances 
that clothing contributed for destitute 
Belgians would not fall into German 
hands, was given by Herbert Hoover, 
in a message made public here tonight 
by R. Arrowsmith, manager of the 
clothing collection campaign now be- 
ing conducted by the commissien for 
relief in Beigium. 

“All clothing collected in America for 
Belgians,” said Mr. Hoover’s message, 
‘is consigned to the office of the com- 
mission for relief in Belgium at Rot- 
terdam, is placed in barges and is sent 
into Belgium by a neutral Holland- 
Spanish committee which, working un- 
der protection of the Dutch and Spanish 
ministers in Brussels, controls the final 
distribution of this clothing to Belgian 
civilians and accounts to the commis- 
sion for every article of clothing sent 
to it. Absolutely none of the oloth- 
ing falls inta German hands.”

SPEECH- MAKING 


Occasion of Talks Was Ban- 
quet Last Night—R. C. 
Turner, of Atlanta, Named 
First Vice President of 
Municipal Association. 


They’re real live wires, those mem- 
bers of the International Association of 
Municipal Electricians, now in conven- 
tlon at Atlanta. Doers of deeds and 
thinkers of thoughts, every one of ’e 
fromthe 
pounds of real man that goes under the 
name of Bill Ellett, of Elmira, N. Y., 
to the silver-haired Jimmie Yeakle, of 
Baltimore, oldest member of the organ- 
ization, and the banquet tendered the 
electricians last night at the Piedmont 
hotel by the Gamewell Fire Alarm com- 
pany, proved one of the most enjoyable 
features of the convention. 

The banquet started off with a bit 
of vocalizing. And the way the eighty 
guests present sang “America” was cer- 
tainly tonic for anyone whose patri- 
otism needed reviving. Father Fitz- 
gerald, who came all the way from 
Canada to attend the convention, ten- 
dered the invocation. 

J. W. Kelly, Jr., of the Electrical 
bureau, at Camden, N. J., acted as toast- 
master. And a good one he made, too. 
Among the speakers of the evening 
were Mayor-elect Key, of Atlanta, who 
welcomed the electricians to the city. 
that the 
Mason-Dixon line had been abolished 
and Atlanta, in commorg with every 
other city, north and south, east and 
west, was doing everything possible to 
help America in the one great job of 
winning the war. 

Win-the-War Convention. 

Clark I. Diehl, president of the asso- 
ciation, who hails from Pittsburg, 
where they have steel works (he says 
you can spell it either way) stated 
that while the delegation was not so 
large as in previous years, owing to 
war-time conditions, the present con- 
vention had proved a most profitable 
one. “We characterized this a ‘win- 
the-war’ convention,” declared the chief 
executive, “and the papers and discus- 
sions have been largely toward that 
end. Nor have we forgotten the war 
that must inevitably come after the 
war. We have often been admonish- 
ed, ‘in time of peace prepare for war.’ 
And it is equally advisable that in time 
of war we should prepare for peace. 
When our boys return from ‘over there’ 
we must show them that we have not 
been idle and that America is ready to 
carfy on her part in the commercial 
war.” 

Chief Cody Speaks. 

Fire Chief Cody, of Atlanta, assured 
the electricians that ‘“‘we of the empire 
city of the south are mijghty glad to 
I believe,” declared 
Chief Cody, “that when this war is won 
(and it will be won), that the elec- 
tricilans will have played as important 
a part in the victory as any man whe 
shot a gun on the western frant.”

According to information obtained in 
reliable sources, however, Spain is 
ready to assist in any action having 
the re-establishment of order in Rus- 
sia as its objective, as King Alfonso 
and the Spanish governmént are great- 
ly interested in the future of that 
country, while Spanish capitalists hold 
50,000,000 pesetas of the Russian debt. 
Spain, therefore, without committing 
any unneutral act, is inclined to aid in 
any common diplomatic action that is 
likely to bring to an end the state of 
anarchy in Russia, it was said.

American Aviator 
Fights Submarine 
And Scores Victory 


Ensign J. F. Carson, Pilot- 
ing Seaplane, Thinks That 
He Destroyed the U-Boat 
With Bombs. 


London, September 25.—The first case 
in which it is known that a submarine 
fought back when attacked by a sea- 
Plane resulted in the probable destruc- 
tion of the submarine by an American 
aviator, Reserve Ensign J. F. Carson, 
it was announced by the admiralty to- 
day. . 

With shrapnel from the forward ele- 
vated gun of the submarine bursting 
around his seaplane, Ensign Carson 
maneuvered until he was able to pour 
machine gunfire into the crew, felling 
two of them and driving the others 
inside. The submarine submerged, and 
as she was diving two bombs. were 
dropped on her. 

Within a few minutes the bow of the 
U-boat appeared on the surface and 
remained visible about four minutes. 
More bombs were dropped in this in- 
terval and it is believed the undersea 
craft was either badly damaged or 
destroyed. 

Ensign Carson’s machine, with two 


others, was on patrol when, the sub- 
marine was sighted on the surface, and 
the ensign made for her. Ensign Car- 
son remained over the spot fifteen 
or twenty minutes, but the U-boat was 
no longer in evidence.

— Presi- 
dent Wilson will launch the fourth 
Liberty Loan campaign with an address 
Friday night in: New York city. The 
president previously had decided that 
he could not leave Washington to make 
an extended speaking tour on behalf of 
the loan, but he consented to speak 
on the eve of the opening of the three 
weeks’ drive. 

Final preparations for the campaign 
went steadily ahead today. Treasury 
department officials took cognizance of 
widespread reports that no subscrip- 
tions of less than $200 would be accept- 
ed for the fourth loan and that no $50 
bonds would be issued... As proving the

ALLIED SHIP LOSSES 
INGREASED IN AUGUST 


Although Great Britain’s Loss- 
es Were Lower Than 


in July. 


London, September 25.—Although the 
British sipping losses were lower, 
there was a slight increase in the total 
allied and neutral shipping losses due 
to enemy action and marine risk in Au- 
gust over July, according to a state- 
ment by the admiralty issued today. 

The total figures are 327,676 gross 
tons, an increase og 3,904; divided as 


follows: Allied and neutral losses, 
151,275, un increase of 10,027; British 
losses, 176,401, a decrease of 6,123. 

The statement says: “The British 
losses from all causes in August were 
slightly higher than for June, which 
was the lowest month since the intro- 
duction of submarine warfare. If the 
British losses from enemy action alone 
are considered, August was better than 
any month since September, 1916.” 

The tonnage of steamships, 500 
gross tons and upward, entering and 
clearing from United Kingdom ports 
in August amounted to 8,158,639, an 
increase over July of 439,741 tons.
